T.  E.  Pardoe  is  Director.

Shakespeare’s  “Twelfth  Night,”  the 
competitive  college  play,  will  be  pre- 
sented in  College  Hall,  Thursday  and 
Friday  evenings,  March  1st  and  2nd. 
The  members  of  the  cast,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Pardoe,  have 
been  spending  long  hours  and  diligent 
efforts  to  make  this  play  one  of  the 
most  successful  ever  staged  by  the 
University. 

There  have  been  rumors  of  doubts 
about  school,  as  well  as  the  town,  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  B.  Y.  U.  is 
efficiently  equipped  to  produce  a 
Shakespearian  drama,  but  Professor 
Pardoe  and  his  staff  of  business  as- 
sociates emphatically  assure  us  that 
it  is.  The  size  of  the  stage  is  ade- 
quate to  accommodate  the  cast  of 
twenty  people.  Special  scenery  is 
being  procured  for  this  production 
Students  cannot  afford  to  miss  this 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  stage  in  a 
new  dress. 

Through  untiring  efforts  and  ex- 
periments some  wonderful  lighting 
effects  have  been  worked  out,  which 
will  add  greatly  to  the  atmosphere 
of  the  play. 

Professor  E.  D.  Partridge  and 
Roland  Olsen  will  enhance  the  Shake- 
spearean atmosphere  throughout  the 
performance  with  music  from  their 
mandolins. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  gorgeous 
costumes,  many  of  which  have  been 
especially  made  for  the  occasion. 

Although  “Twelfth  Night”  is  not 
the  greatest  of  Shakespeare’s  dramas, 
it  is  recognized  to  be  next  to  Hamlet, 
the  most  popular.  The  plot  is  very 
interesting  and  is  told  in  speeches 
which  are  not  difficult  to  comprehend. 

The  actors,  taken  out  of  their  nat- 
ural mode  of  living  and  placed  in  a 
remarkably  different  invironment'  have 
undergone  some  intensive  transforma- 
tions. However,  some  are  more  nat- 
urally adapted  to  their  roles  than 
others  for  instance:  Cal  Creer  has 
established  a reputation  among  the 
opposite  sex  as  being  a trifle  flirtati- 
ous. Playing  the  part  of  the  maid 
in  “Twelfth  Night”  has  not  hindered 
the  further  cultivation  of  that  art  but

SDPHS  TAKE  DEBATE 
FROM  FRDSH  IN 
SERIES 


Winners  Will  Receive  Gold 
Medals;  Timely  Question 
Argued;  Local  Men  Act  as 
Judges.

The  Sophomore  class  again  carried 
off  the  laurels  in  inter  class  debating, 
when  the  Frosh  were  unaminously  de- 
feated by  them  last  Monday  at  6:30 
o’clock  in  the  faculty  room.  Local 
men,  experienced  in  debating  acted  as 
judges. 

The  question  was:  Resolved,  that 
the  United  States  should  join  the 
League  of  Nations. 

The  Sophomore  team  was  composed 
of  Royden  Dangerfield,  Wendell 
Rigby,  and  Raymond  Holbrook  and 
upheld  the  negative  side  of  the  ques- 
tion. The  affirmative  team  was  com- 
posed of  Vida  Broadbent,  ElRoy  Nel- 
son and  Harold  Ashman. 

The  chairman  of  the  meeting,  Le 
Grande  Noble,  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  and  gave  instructions  to  the 
judges.  They  were  Dean  Hoyt,  Pro- 
fessor J.  M.  Jensen  and  Superinten- 
dent H.  A.  Dixon.  The  speeches  were 
ten  minutes  long  and  the  rebuttals 
were  four  minutes. 

Miss  Broadbent  opened  the  debate 
for  the  affirmative  with  El  Roy 
Nelson  as  second,  and  Harold  Ash- 
man as  third  speaker.  Mr.  Holbrook 
opened  the  debate  for  the  negative  and 
was  followed  by  Rigby  and  Danger- 
field. 

In  the  rebuttals  the  same  order  was 
carried  put  with  Dangerfield  con- 
cluding for  the  negative  and  Ashman 
closing  the  debate. 

Miss-Broadbent  in  her  main  speech, 
asserted  that  the  world  is  a -large 
community,  and  that  to  preserve  its 
spirit  of  unity  the  United  States  must 
join  the  League  of  Nations.  She 
stated  that  to  isolate  the  United 
States  from  the  League  of  Nations 
and  from  the  rest  of  the  world  would 
be  disastrous  to  the  world  at  large. 

Nelson  discussed  the  economic 
phase  of  the  question.  He  showed 
that  conditions  would  improve  not 
only  in  the  United  States,  but  all  over 
the  world,  if  the  United  States  would 
join  tht  league.  He  alsb  showed  that 
the  markets  would  be  benefited  by 
this  policy. 

Mr.  Ashman  showed  that  war  could 
be  eliminated  only  by  the  League  of 
Nations.  -He  gave  several  instances  of 
the  unfailing  policy  of  the  League  and 
gave  it  as  a remedy  for  future  wars. 

For  the  negative  M’r.  Holbrook  sub- 
mitted the  idea  that  the  League  was 
not  functioning  as  it  should  and  that 
Europe  was  a group  of  two  nations. 
That  would  easily  and  quickly  sever 
relationship  with  any  other  nation  if 
it  could  gain  its  own  ends  by  that  act. 

“The  League  of  Nations  is  in  direct 
contradiction  to  the  ideals  and  tradi- 
tions of  America!  Why  not  adopt  the 
policies  of  the  old  statesmen  who  saw 
us  through  foreign  crises,  by  leaving 
foreign  nations  alone?”  Thus  was  the 
main  argument  of  Mr.  Rigby’s 
speech,  though  he  also  gave  specific 
instances  of  the  workability  of  the 
Monroe  Doctrine. 

Mr.  Dangerfield  stated:  “The 

League  of  Nations  , is  undemocratic! 
The  United  States  cannot  enter  into 
an  undemocratic  agreement.  It  is 
against  her  policies  of  freedom 'and 
liberty!”  He  further  stated,  “By 
keeping  isolated  from  the  League,  we 
do  not  become  intrigued  into  foreign 
war  and  state  affairs.  If  we  remain 
isolated  from  the  league  we  keep  our 
country  up  to  the  standards  of  our 
forefathers.” 

The  competition  between  the  two 
teams,  was  very  keen,  and  the  outcome 
was  doubtful  to  the  assembled  stu- 
dents and  patrons. 

The  same  policy  for  awards  will  be 
adopted,  as  the  one  that  was  utilized 
last  year.  Each  class  will  give  five 
dollars  to  the  debating  manager  who 
will  purchase  a medal  for  each  of  the 
three  men  on  the  winning  team.

Professor  Reynolds 

Delivers  Lecture 

Professor  Alice  L.  Reynolds  spoke 
at  the  Salt  Lake  City  Twentieth  W^ard 
services  on  the  historic  subject, 
“Reminiscences  and  Memories  of  the 
Old  Twentieth  Ward  Institute.”  She 
responded  to  the  invitation  of  Mayor 
Clarence  Ncslen  who  is  bishop  of 
the  Twentieth  Ward. 

The  institute,  according  to  Pro- 
fessor Reynolds,  has  an  important 
place  in  the  history  of  the  state.  It 
was  organized  about  1871,  and  con- 
tinued its  career  some  eight  years, 
until  the  Mutual  Improvement  asso- 
ciations were  organized.  It  was  a 
literary  and  scientific  society,  and 
heard  lectures  from  many  eminent 
men.  The  first  demonstration  of  the 
telephone  and  of  the  electric  light  in 
the  state  were  made  before  the  mem- 
bers of  the  institute. 

John  Nicholson,  the  famous  writer 
was  the  first  president  of  the  organi- 
zation, and  Dr.  Karl  G.  Maeser,  who 
afterward  became  president  of  the 
Brigham  Young  Academy,  and  his 
son  Rheinhard  Maeser,  at  present  an 
instructor  of  the  B.  Y.  U.,  were  di- 
rectors thereof. 

Professor  Reynolds  has  special  in- 
terest in  the  organization  as  she  was 
formerly  a member  of  the  Twentieth 
ward,  and  her  father,  George  Rey- 
nolds, was  a director  and  an  influen- 
tial member  of  the  society.

Professor  B.  F.  Larsen  has  been 
asked  to  outline  a course  of  study  for 
the  art  work  in  the  state  schools. 
This  plan  of  Professor  Larsen's  is  to 
be  used  in  all  of  the  Junior  and  Senior 
high  schools  next  winter. 


In  one  of  the  closest  and  most 
thrilling  games  ever  played  in  the  ‘Y’ 
gym,  the  Aggie  invaders  materially 
strengthened  their  hoop  aspirations 
by  nosing  out  the  Provo  stars  by  a 
22  to  23  score  last  Friday  night.  The 
first  half  was  rather  a slow  affair, 
characterized  by  close  guarding  and 
only  fair  basket  shooting.  Hammond 
was  benched  during  the  first  half  to 
be  used  later  in  the  game  at  a pshycic 
moment  when  his  re-entrance  prob- 
ably shelved  the  game  for  the  Aggies. 
Romney  was  replaced  by  Keeler,  the 
half  ended  8 to  13  with  the  Farmers 
on  the  long  end  of  the  score. 

Coming  back  strong,  the  locals 
uncorked  a game  which  set  the  fans 
agog  and  nearly  won  them  the  game. 
The  entrance  of  Hammond  in  this 
half  was  a powerful  factor  in  break- 
ing up  the  “Y”  spurt,  stimulating  the 
Aggies  to  a rally  which  made  the 
score  see-saw  back  and  forth  until  the 
gun  when  they  were  leading  by  one 
point.  The  last  ten  minutes  was  any- 
one’s game  providing  the  fans  with  a 
thrill  which  they  will  not  soon  for- 
get. The  substitution'  of  Nielson  for 
Partridge  nearly  won  the  game  when 
the  latter  tossed  the  ball  at  the  hoop 
only  to  see  it  roll  off  after  what  seem- 
ed to  be  a certain  counter.  Partridge 
played  in  a creditable  fashion  though 
he  was  not  in  long.  Cowley  shot  fouls 
consistently  winning  the  game  by  tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  greater  number 
of  fouls  called  on  the  “.Y.”  Hammond 
and  Ivins  also  played  well  for  the 
winners.  Dixon,  Packard,  and  Bird 
performed  well  for  the  locals.  Keeler 
played  a heady  game  but  was  greatly

Athletes  Declared 

Eligible  by  Council 

James  E.  Moss  who  returned  from 
his  tour  of  investigation  last  Wed- 
nesday wrote  the  athletic  represen- 
tative of  each  institution  regarding 
his  findings  and  met  with  the  three 
coaches  Thursday  night  where  the 
question  of  eligibility  was  threshed 
out. 

Acting  upon  the  report  of  Mr.  Moss 
the  Council  decided  that  Webster  and 
Baker  would  be  eligible  for  inter- 
collegiate competition  as  far  as  the 
local  council  was  concerned. 

However  the  question  will  be  de- 
finitely settled  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference  rep- 
resentatives which  will  convene  next 
December.  A resolution  will  be  sub- 
mitted at  that  time  by  the  local  di- 
rectors, that  all  athletes  who  receive 
remuneraion  of  ank  kind,  either  as  ex- 
expense money  or  fees  for  officiating 
in  contests  of  junior  college  standing 
shall  be  declared  ineligible  for  inter 
collegiate  competition.

Hitting  their  stride,  the  “Y”  quint 
easily  outplayed  the  Aggies,  in  the 
second  game,  winning  handily  by  a 
score  of  26  to  37  in  the  Saturday 
contest.  For  the  first  time  since  the 
initial  fracas  with  the  Crimson  hoop- 
sters  at  Provo,  the  locals  displayed  a 
brand  of  ball  which  would  undoubted- 
ly have  enabled  them  to  retain  their 
championship  laurels  had  they  been 
able  to  consistently  repeat. 

The  Youngsters  started  with  a burst 
of  brilliant  playing  which  they  refus- 
ed to  abandon  during  the  entire  game, 
despite  the  futile  attempts  of  coach 
Romney  to  stem  the  tide  of  defeat  by 
substituting  numerous  combinations. 
The  local  squad  went  through  the 
entire  game  without  a single  shift, 
though  Packard  incurred  three  per- 
sonal fouls  in  the  first  ten  minutes  of 
play,  which  nearly  caused  the  “Y” 
squad  to  lose  the  valuable  service  of 
the  little  blonde  guard. 

By  running  their  score  to  21  points 
allowing  the  farmers  only  5 points, 
gained  soley  on  fouls,  the  “Y”  crew, 
amassed  a lead  which  the  Aggies  were 
unable  to  equal. 

The  Aggie  offensive  was  streaked . 
and  failed  to  last.  The  beautiful  team- 
work of  the  Provo  men  gave  them 
possession  of  the  ball  most  of  the 
time  but  they  failed  to  take  advant- 
age of  many  of  the  set  ups.  Dixon, 
with  a pulled  tendon,  gamely  played 
a spectacular  floor  game  though  he 
was  playing  in  hard  luck  on  shoot- 
ing. Keeler  played  both  Hammond 
and  Baker  off  their  feet,  breaking 
through  frequently  for  counters.  Pack- 
ard and  Bird  successully  smothered 
the  ball,  blocking  shot  after  shot  as 
weir  as  breaking  up  dangerous  plays. 

The  playing  of  the  Aggies  was 
mediocre,  the  long  shots  exhibited  in 
the  Logan  games,  being  lacking. 
Baker  and  Cowley  each  got  a long 
one  but  failed  to  repeat. 

After  ending  the  first  half  26  to  15 
the  play  became  slow  and  rather  un- 
interesting, each  squad  garnering  11 
points.

The  coming  of  the  steel  plant  will  be  a big 
benefit  to  the  school  and  will  assist  the  Stu- 
dent Body  in  the  carrying  out  of  its  activities. 

The  students  will  not  necessarily  mingle 
with  the  labor  element  that  will  be  imported. 
We  live  more  or  less  to  ourselves  and  do  not 
mix  to  any  great  extent  -with  the  town  people 
at  the  present  time.  Few  of  the  students  at- 
tend the  town  dances;  and  the  larger  percent- 
age never  become  acquainted  extensively  out- 
side of  the  college  circle.  The  student  organi- 
zation and  the  clubs  within  the  school  furnish 
ample  social  ' entertainment  of  the  highest 
type — more  than  the  average  student  cares  to 
attend. 

The  advantage  to  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment of  having  a large  steel  plant  in  this 
vicinity,  to  which  its  students  can  go  to  get 
first  hand  information,  is  invaluable.  How 
much  more  easily  the  student  will  be  able  to 
get  an  understanding  of  the  different  processes 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  steel  by  see- 
ing the  process  in  application.  There  will 
probably  be  as  many  as  a dozen  or  more  pro- 
duces manufactured  from  the  products  of  the 
coke  ovens — all  the  processes  of  which  repre- 
sent a chemical  change  of  interest  to  the  stu- 
dent of  exact  science. 

The  steel  plant  will  create  a demand  for 
university  trained  men.  The  industry  will  need 
clerks,  managers,  engineers,  and  chemists,  all 
of  which  Young  University  can  supply. 

A bigger  Provo,  which  will  result  from 
the  coming  of  the  steel  industry  will  mean 
more  support  for  the  student  activities.  The 
publications  are  looking  forward  to  • a day 
when  it  will  be  easier  for  them  to  get  sufficient 
advertising  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  printing.. 
This  will  be  feasible  when  Provo  becomes  the 
Pittsburgh  of  the  West.  More  people  will  at- 
tend our  athletic  games  and  more  commercial 
interests  will  be  interested  in  this  institution. 

The  promoters  of  the  stadium  project  are 
planning  to  raise  considerable  of  the  initial 
cost  of  construction  from  gate  receipts.  This 
will  not  be  feasible  unless  more  people  come 
to  Provo.

Hill  With  Numerous  Shrubs

An  order  for  one  of  the  finest  and 
largest  lots  of  vines  and  shrubs  ever 
ordered  at  one  time  in  the  state  of 
Utah  was  placed  by  the  Brigham 
Young  University  on  Wednesday, 
February  21st.  Two  hundred  and 
seventy  two  shrubs  of  one  hundred 
and  eleven  varieties,  and  one  hundred 
vines  of  four  varieties  were  included. 
Some  of  these  are  to  be  placed  on  the 
campus  near  the  Education  building, 
but  the  greater  number  are  to  go  on 
University  Hill.  The  shrubs  ordered 
are  all  of  the  very  best.  They  will 
vary  in  sizes,  types,  and  colors  in 
such  a way  as  to  give  a very  pic- 
turesque and  harmonious  effect,  in 
foliage,  stems,  and  flowers.  It  is 
thought  that  these  will  go  a long  way 
in  making  University  Hill  one  of  the 
beauty  spots  oT  the  state. 

Since  the  appearance  of  the  school 
campus  is  perhaps  the  thing  most 
striking  to  the  newcomer,  it  is  the 
ambition  of  the  B.  Y.  to  make  hers 
as  attractive  as  possible.  The  work 
of  transforming  the  campus  is  to  begin 
as  early  this  spring  as  the  weather 
will  permit.  The  whole  point  of  Uni- 
versity Hill  is  to  be  parked.  In  order 
to  do  this  effectively,  an  automatic 
sprinkling  system  of  the  latest  type 
is  to  be  installed.  The  materials  for 
the  system  have  already  been  listed,, 
and  submitted  to  various  companies 
for  bids.  The  city  is  cooperating  with 
the  school  in  the  installation  of  the 


GARDNER 

system.  Mayor  6.  K.  Hansen,  Ms- 
Rodney,  Snow,  and  Water  Commis- 
sioner George  Billings  have  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  laying  out  plans 
for  the  parking. 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  vines  about  all  the  University 
buildings.  The  fountain  in  front  of 
the  education  building,  the  brick  work 
of  the  greenhouse,  the  Ladies’  Gym- 
nasium, and  the  grandstand  on  the 
hill  are  all  to  be  covered  with  vines. 
Next  year  numerous  trees  will  be 
planted.  It  is  thought  that  in  years 
to  come  University  Hill  will  be  one 
of  the  most  picturesque  and  beautiful 
spots  in  the  United  States. 

In  connection  with  the  ordering  for 
the  University,  Dr.  M.  C.  Merrill  has 
been  asked  by  the  Utah  stake  presi- 
dency to  assist  in  beautifying  the 
tabernacle  square,  and  has  ordered 
twenty  four  vines  to  be  planted  about  ^ 
the  tabernacle.  He  has  expressed  the 
belief  that  these  will  greatly  improve 
the  appearance  of  the  building. 

Professor  O.  D.  Campbell  lectured' 
Friday  on  “Modern  Art  and  Artists,” 
before  the  class  in  art  appreciation. 

He  emphasized  the  fact  that  art  is 
an  ideal  expressed  by  the  artist,  A 
masterpiece  must  be  painted  under  the 
stress  of  some  great  emotion  and 
create  that  same  feeling  in  those  that* 
look  at  it.

Brockbank  Gives 

Washington  Speech 


“We  have  received  an  inheritance  in 
character  from  the  greatest  men  who 
ever  lived,  in  the  greatest  sountry  God 
has  ever  created,  and  in  the  most 
glorious  flag  the  world  has  ever 
known,”  said  Attorney  Isaac  Brock- 
bank  before  the  student  body  in  the 
special  Washington  Day  program, 
Wednesday  morning. 

He  continued  by  saying  that  we  live 
in  the  most  serious  period  of  our 
nation’s  history;  and  that  the  dis- 
charge of  obligations  of  various 
duties  is  resting  upon  us  today. 

Our  banner  is  made  of  fed  for 
courage  and  bravery,  white,  for  purity, 
of  ideal  and  purpose,  and  blue  for 
devotion  and  loyalty.  Loyalty  means 
obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  govern- 
ment, which  is  a fundamental  requisite 
of  citizenship;  service,  for  the  aid  of 
all  that  the  government  dedicated  to 
liberty  and  freedom,  need  not  be 
shattered;  sacrifice,  all  showld  be 
ready  to  sacrifice  their  lives  for  the 
ideals  of  the  government. 

Our  government  is  one,  of  people, 
by  the  people,-  and  for  the  people, 
devoted -to  ideals. 

The  ideals  and  spirit  are  express- 
ed in  the  life  of  Washington,  who 
maintained  that  we  arc  forced  to  rec- 
ognize, step  by  step  that  God  has 
been  shaping  the  destinies  of  our 
government,  that  we  might  have 
“peace  on  earth,  and  good  will  to 
men.”
